at present, it is a con- 

test between the sugar trust and the beet 
sugar trust.

The price of sugar is almost as 
low now as it is possible to make it. 


With a reduction of the tariff it will be 


possible for the sugar trust to reduce the 
price in proportion to the reduction in the 
tariff and use it to fight the beet sugar re- 
fineries. Then the latter would have to go 
out of busines 


The reduction of the tariff on sugar would 


put money in the pockets of the sugar trust, 
and not one cent of it would go to the Cuban 
people. When one trust is wiped out there 
would be an increase in the price of sugar. 
Therefore, under the existing circumstances, 
I am in favor of maintaining the tariff rates 
on sugar as fixed by existing law, so as to 


keep both competitors in the fleld and give 
the people of this country the benefit of what 
little competition there is.“

TRADE BOOM ITS INTENT. 


Author Declares It Will Make 
the United States Foremost 
of Maritime Powers. 


TO IMPROVE MAIL SERVICE. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—The Senate 
Committee on Commerce today authoried 
a favorable report on Senator Frye’s ship 
subsidy bill. The report will be made by 
Senator Frye. 

Ihe Democratic members of the committee 
voted against reporting the bill. Théy also 
voted solidly for a motion offered by Senator 
Mallory ‘to strike out the general subsidy 
provision of the bill. 

The committee made several amendments 
to the bill. The most important were: Al- 
lowing mall-carrying vessels under the bill 
to be either iron or steel, Instead of steel 
only, as originally provided, and reducing 
to 1,000 gross registered tons the vessels re- 
ceiving a bounty under the bill. 

Seeks Supremacy on Seas. 

The rt prepared. by Senator Frye was 
read to the committee. It says that the pur- 
pose of the bill is to establigh the maritime 
supremacy of the United States in trade 
with Asia and in the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Caribbean; to establish thoroughly trade 
between the United States and South Ameri- 
can republics, and to give the United Btates 
a respectable representation on the North 
Atlantic. 

The claim is made that all these results will 
de accomplished within ten years. 

The report also asserts that the bill will 
so extend ship building as to transfer in 
time from abroad to the United States the 
center of that industry, as the centers of 
other industries recently haye been ‘trans- 
ferred, and also that it will give to the United 
States a measure of maritime independence 
corresponding to its industrial and agricul- 
tural independence. 

Frye Explains His Measure/ 
Senator Frye furnished the press the fol- 
lowing summary of the report: 

The establishment of this complete Amer- 
ican ocean mall service, involving much ship 
building, will require several years. It will 
render the United States as independent of 
foreign powers for its ocean mail service 
as is Great Britain. The cost of the Ameri- 
can service by American mall steamers will 
be $4,700,000; the cost of the British and 
colonial service by British mail steamers is 
$4,700,000. Receipts from ocean postage by 
the United States are now estimated at 
$3,000,000. The annual deficit under the new 


American system proposed, including minor 
services, will be about $2,000,000. The annual 
deficit under the British colonial system is 
$2,188,000. 


The postal subsidy provisions enable the 
Postmaster General to establish an American 
ocean mail system superior to the systems of 
Great Britain, France, and Germany, 


Will Increase Mail Service. 
The American ocean mall system outlined 


contemplates on the Pacific weekly mail 


services to Hawali, the Philippines, Japan, 


China, and Hongkong and a fortnightly 


service to Pago Pago, New Zealand, and 
Australia. The maximum cost would be 


$2,385,000. 
On the Atlantic the bill contemplates 


semi-weekly mail services to Jamaica, Ha- 
vana, and Europe, weekly to Mexico, oncein 
ten days to Venezuela, and fornightly to 


Brazil, at a maximum cost of $2,365,000. 


The report compares in detail American 


services proposed with British services, and 
asserts that the bill will revolutionize in 
America’s favor as against the Suez route 


the world’s ocean mail connections with 
China and Japan and will affect Australian 
connections. 

“It will give the United States forty-two 
auxiliary merchant cruisers, compared with 
Great Britain's fifty. 


All Vessels to Share Subsidy. 


“The second part of the report deals with 
the general subsidy to all American vessels, 
steam and sail, except mail steamers. It 
quotes President Roosevelt's message, show- 


ing that the cost of building American ships 


is greater than the cost of building shigs 
abroad, that American wages on shipboard 


remedy these inequalities. Discriminating 
duties, export bounties, and subsidies based 
on export cargoes are in violation of our 
international obligations, so direct subsidies, 
it says, is the only practical method. The 


it is based on public services to be rendered 
in return. 

Americans have absolute free trade in 
foreign going ships, so no ship builders’ 
trust is possible under the bill. Shipbuilders 
can import now free of duty materials for 
ships for foreign trade, so no American raise 
in prices of materials is. practicable. 


Home Labor Sure to Profit. 


“If an American shipowner will build his 
vessel in the United States, employing home 
labor, employing American officers and 
crews, performing certain services for the 
American government, and using the vessel 
to promote American commerce, he will be 
paid a subsidy sufficient to put him on an 
equality with the foreign shipowner, em- 
ploying foreign labor and serving a foreign 
government. 

“The average cost of building ocean 
steamers, mainly for cargo, is $102 per ton 
in the United States and $76 in Great Britain. 
Average monthly wages on ocean steamers 
mainly for cargo are, American $36; British, 
$26; German and Scandinavian, $17. The 
general subsidies proposed equalize American 
and foreign costs on these bases. 

The bill will promote the building of new 
vessels of large carrying capacity which pro- 
mote export trade at low freight rates. Com- 
bined with our geographical position, it 
gives special advantages to American ves- 
sels in the Pacific trade. 

Based on actual navigation of American 
vessels in foyeign trade in 1900 the subsi- 
dies proposed would amount to $1,072,000, 
divided as follows: Steam (excluding mail 
vessels), $559,000; sail, $518,000. Geographi- 
cally: Atlantic Ocean, $444,000: Pacific 
Ocean, $467,000; squafe rigged ships on both 
oceans, $161,000. 

Full compliance with all requirements for 
the bill would fix the initial expenditures at 
between $800,000 and $900,000. 

Expenditure May Prove Small. 

“ Under the general subsidy, increase in 
expenditure depends on increase in ship 
building. The completion of 200,000 tons 
of ocean steamers for foreign trade in one

Professor Charles Whitney Carman’s dem- 
onstration before the Northwestern Associa- 
tion of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, in Chicago, on Thursday night, 
proved a surprise. President I. W. Litchfield 
of the association says it is an evolution in 
the art of reproducing on a screen solid, 
liquid, opaque, transparent, animate, and 
inanimate objects. 

Professor Carman, who formerly was in 
the chairs of physics at the Lewis Institute 
and the Chicago Institute, conducts a stu- 
dio at 88 La Salle street. Yesterday he ex- 
plained the apparatus which produces such 
remarkable results 

While opaque projectors are not new,” 
said he, they have been so large—about the 
size of an upright plano that they were 
too cumbersome for use in competition with 
stereopticons and slide pictures. They also 
comained six mirrors that corroded easily, 
and the entire apparatus was costly to take 
care of as well as operate. With the ma- 
chine that I have constructed there are no 
mirrors. Two arc lamps of 700 candle power 
each throw rays at an angle of 45 degrees 
on a picture that revolves from one of four 
compartments in a drum and comes into 
focus. The lense acts as an opera glass, 
and the photograph or painting or picture 
is enlarged about fifteen times its area 
when throwm upon the screen, making a 
reproduction that is perfect to the minutest 
detail in color and shading. os

NO TROCE, SAY TILDENS 


DEMOCRATIC FACTION DEMANDS 
: A FINISH FIGHT, 


President Bogle Declares Club Motto 
Must Be “ No Surrender and No Quar- 
ter,” a Sentiment Cheered by Mem- 
bers—Charge Mayor Harrison and 
Republicans with a Combine and 
Hint at a Bolt from Party Ticket to 
‘Defeat Old Leaders. 


No compromise; the fight must be fought 
to a finish.“ was the unanimous decision of 
the meeting of ward officers of the Tilden 
Democracy held at the Sherman House last 
evening. Walter Bogle, President of the or- 
ganization, voiced the sentiment, which was 
indorsed by every speaker who followed, 
when he said: 

“The motto we must put on our banners 
is, No Surrender and No Quarter“ 

The meeting also adopted a resolution to 
send to every Democrat in the city an ad- 
dress which attacked Robert E. Burke as 
the leader of a vicious party machine, ac- 
cused the Mayor of being a coworker, and 
declared there was no hope for Democratic 
success in Chicago and Cook County until 
the management of the party was put in new 
Hint at Bolting. 

It was openly charged a combination ex- 
isted by which the Republicans were al- 
lowed to win county elections in considera- 
tion of Carter H. Harrison being practically 
unopposed for the Mayoralty. In speeches 
and address it was intimated it might. be- 
come necessary for the Democrats of Chica- 
go to desert their party ticket to change the 
local administration.

LINCOLN CLUB INVITES ROOSE- 
VELT TO VISIT CHICAGO. 


Chief Executive Declares He Wants ko 
Accept and Will if the Organizations 


Guest of One to Excluson of Others— 
Lincoln, Marquette, Union League, 
and Hamilton Clubs May Join as Pro- 
posed. | 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—[Special.}— 
President Roosevelt was invited today by 
Postmaster Coyne to visit Chicago as the 
guest of the Lincoln club. The President said 
he could not promise to go, but, after Con- 
gress adjourned, he would entertain an in- 
vitation, provided all the clubs united in it. 

The President said he did not feel that he 
could accept all the invitations. He had 
already received invitations from the Ham- 
ilton and Marquette clubs to visit Chicago 
and, when they were extended, the President 
emphatically said. that unless there was a 
combined invitation from the three clubs he 
would decline to accept. | 

The President will not visit Chicago unless 
all the organizations who desire him will 
agree among themselves as to when they 
want him to come. ‘ 


Consider Joint Invitation. 


The proposal that the Lincoln, Marquette, 
Hamilton, and Union League clubs extend 
a joint invitation to President Theodore 
Roosevelt to visit Chicago is being earnestly 
discussed by members of the four organiza- 
tions. The only feeling of opposition comes 
from the fact that some club members fear 
that a joint entertainment might tend to 
impair the individuality of the clubs. How- 
ever, the desire is general to have the Fres- 
ident visit Chicago. 

Last August,“ said Albert Wahl, Pres- 
ident of the Lincoln club, “ Mr. Roosevelt 
promised to visit our club within six months. 
Mr. Coyme simply extended an invitation, 
signed by myself, to President Roosevelt. 
Mr. Roosevelt never has visited us, while 
he has been to the other clubs. The plan 
for joint entertainment of the President is 
a good one. 

Wait for Coyne’s Return. 

„It would be unprecedented action on

TO EXHIBIT POS T OFFICE NEEDS. 


Officials Here Await with Pleasure the 
Coming of the Commis- 
sion. 


A general improvement in the service of 
the Chicago Postoffice is anticipated as a 
result of the appointment of a special com- 
mission to investigate the needs of that in- 
stitution. It is predicted that more money 
and more men will be provided for the office 
and a better way found for doing things. 

“While not conceding that there is any 
radical defect in our system,“ said Assist- 
ant Postmaster J. M. Hubbard, we are al- 
ways ready for improvements. We are not 
in the dark, but we will not object to more 
light. 1 

Nothing but good can result from the 
investigation. This office has grown so rapid- 
ly that we have been unable to secure men 
and money enough properly to care for its 
business, considering the importance of the 
office compared to those of other cities. As 
fast as we succeed in getting an appropria- 
tion for some improvement in the service we 
find that rapid growth has made improve- 
ments elsewhere necessary. 

I presume special attention will be paid 
to the plan for avoiding the congestion in 
the office of the outgoing mails, and that 
the schedule of collections will be rear- 
ranged. To do this we will need more money 
and more men. We think our system almost 
as good as can be adopted, considering the 
190 square miles we have to cover, the num- 
ber of employés we have in the office, and 
the money given us. The commission will 
undoubtedly see ways for improvement, and 
necessarily will give us money to carry them 
out. We will welcome them.” 

Postmaster Coyne is expected home today 
or tomorrow, and he will begin preparations 
for the reception of the commission.

In Mexico City the 
earthquake took place at 5:17 o’ clock yester- 
day afternoon, and was of such violence as 
to shake the most substantial buildings. The

Shock Slight in Mexico City. 

The first movement here was sharp. It 
was followed by an easy, oscillatory move- 
ment, north-northeast to south-southwest. 
The duration was fifty-five seconds. The 
damage in this city was slight. 

The State of Guerrero has always been 
the focus of seismic disturbances. Reports 
received here tonight state that the shock 
was severe at Chilapa. No casualties are so 
far reported from there. 

The duration of the Chilpancingo shock 
was less than that in Mexico City, having 
lasted fifty seconds, against fifty-five sec- 
onds at the capital. 


DEADLOCK IN MEXICO BROKEN. 


Chile and Ecuador Brought in Line for 
Arbitration by Effort of United 
States Delegation. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Jan. 17.—The deadlocl 
in the Pan-American conference was Dro= 
ken today by a happy compromise brought 
about by W. I. Buchanan of the United 
States delegation. The proposal to adhere 
to The Hague convention was agreed to 
along the lines hitherto favored by all the 
republics except Chile and Ecuador.

Plans Briefly Outlined. 
Prince Henry’s general program was aes 
lined“ by Admiral von Seckendorff today as | 
follows: 
We arrive on the Kron Prins Wilhelm on 
Feb. 22 at New York.’ Prince Henry will go 
on board the Hohenzollern and will stay 
there till the launching of the Emperor's 
new yacht, which, we think, probably will be 
on Feb, 24. “Wé go to Washington to see the 
President, and perhaps will stay there sev- 
er@l days. Then we make the most of the 
next few days in seeing other cities, return- 
ing to New York for two more days before we 
sail for home on the Deutschland on 
March 8.“ 

It was suggested to Admiral von Secken- 
dorff that two weeks was not enough for the 
Prince to see much of America and thatfhe 
ought to spend a longer time in the United 
States and go West and South, to which the 
Admiral replied: 
It would be difficult for his Royal High- 
ness to spend a much longer time there, 
though the Deutschland’s sailing can be 
delayed a day or two, if it seems desirable.

ser’s Brother Tells of the Royal 
Midshipman’s Escapades. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 17.—[Special.j— 
Reinhard Schultz of this city served as a 
seaman on the German warship Prins Adal- 
bert when the Kaiser’s brother, Prince 
Henry of Prussia, began his first cruise as 
a midehipmen. Mr. Schultz today related a 
number of incidents of the cruise, which 
are of interest now that Prince Henry is 
about to visit the United States.

BIG STEAMER HITS LUDINGTON, 


MICH., BAR Au D SIMS. 


Pere Marquette Vessel Tries to Enter 


Harbor in Gale and Strikes at Same 
Spot the Muskegon Was Lost — Nine 
Passengers, Four ‘of Them Women, 
and Thirty-five of Crew Taken Off 
in Breeches Buoy by the Life- 


Ludington, Mich., Jan. 17.—[Special.]— 
Forty-four persons, three of them women, 
were rescued from the wreck of the Pére 
Marquette railway company’s steamer No. 
8 at daybreak this morning by the life- 
saving crew. 3 

The big steamer was wrecked in attempt- 


ing to enter the harbor during a high south- 


west gale. It struck the bar in exactly 
the same manner and almost the same spot 
where the big car ferry Muskegon was 
wrecked three weeks ago, and its scuttled 
hulk is pounding now near the spot where 
the Muskegon broke to pieces. 

The rescue was a sensational one, The. 
big steamer struck the bar just before day- 
break. The voyage had been a stormy one 
and Captain, Frank Dority was anxious to 
make the harbor. The steering gear was 
almost unmanageable and the rudder stock 
was twisted by the heavy seas: 


Shock, Starts Panic on Board. 


The attempt was made. The vessel, urged 
forward at full speed, was lifted by a big 


wave, pounded down upon the bar, swung 
half around and wallowed in the trough | 


of the waves. The nine passengers, who 
were asleep, were thrown from their berths 
by the shock and rushed in panic. toward 
the decks, only to be driven back to shelter 
by the waves which were breaking over the 
vessel. 

Captain Dority immediately set off signals 
of distress and the Ludington life-saving 
crew rushed its breeches buoy apparatus to 
the end of the pier. The alarm was spread 
through the town and a big crowd gathered 
on the pier to watch the rescue. 

On board the No. 8 Engineer Williams 
was making desperate efforts to work the 
vessel off the bar under its own steam. The 
steering gear was unmanageable, the rudder 
stuck fast, and the waves broke entirely 
over the steamer with every roll. The en- 
gineer stuck to the engines until driven 
from his post by the water. Captain Dcrity 
then ordered the sea valves opened to pre- 
vent the vessel from breaking up and it 
was scuttled in nine feet of water, pound- 
ing its way in shore as it sank. 


Thrilling Scene of Rescue. 


The life-savers ran their mortar out on 


| the pier and shot a line over the wreck. A 


heavier line was hauled out, and when day 
broke there was a line 200 feet long from 
the pier to the steamer and the breeches 
buoy was ready fof work. 

The women were brought ashore first. 
They were Anna Johnston of Manistee, Mrs. 
Bremanstein of Detroit, and Mrs. W. A. 
Gastier of Ludington. The other passen- 
gers were W. W. Archibald and E. W. Sey- 
mour of Manistee, E. O. Flaherty of De- 
troit, Joseph Norris of Manistee, A. A. Sei- 
bert of Manistee, and W. A. Gastier of 
Ludington. 

The crew of thirty-fiVe men was taken 
off one at a time. As they were dragged 
toward thé pier the water broke high over 
them and they came ashore benumbed and 


‘exhausted. 


The work of rescue occupied two hours, 
and the crowd cheered each time as the 
breeches buoy arrived. Captain Dority was 
the last to come ashore. : 


May Be Total Loss. 

The No. 8 lies 150 feet from the end of 
the north pier and 200 feet from the shore. 
It is a mass of ice is rolling in nine 
feet of water. The Pére Marquette offi- 
cials have hopes of saving the steamer, but 
there is great danger that it will break to 
pieces if the high sea continues. Tugs are 
engaged in an attempt to release the veagel.

PARENTAL INSTITUTION UNABLE 
T0 OPEN ON TIME. 


Buildings at Bowmanvilile Are Incom- 


plete, but It Is Expected They will 
Be Advanced Far Enough by Next 
Week to Receive the Boys—Twenty 
Candidates on the List Who Have 
Made Trouble for Educational Off- 
cers Through Aversion to Books. 


Twenty boys who are on the list for the 
new parental school at Bowmanville will 
have another week in which to dodge the 
‘truant officers, because the school, which 


“was to have been opened yesterday, is not 


ready. It will be good news for the boys, 


but sad for the truant officers, who have , 


been kept running lately hunting up the 
truants and bringing them to school. 
Everything at Bowmanville was ready for 
the coming of the boys yesterday but the 
The carpenters and plumbers, who 
are still at work on the buildings, got word 
in the morning that a wagonload of boys 
with evil eyes was expected at noon, and 
they collec all their saws and chisels 
and locked them up. But the boys did not 
come. Instead there came a message that 
they would not arrive till next week. The 
foreman therefore announced: 
’ BF there ain't going to be no opening 
' 


Buildings Are Not Complete. 
The non-arrival of the boys was due tothe 
non-arrival of all the plumbing material. 
The school. building is not even plastered, 
and will not be ready for two months, The 
double cottage has no heating apparatus, 
and the floors are notalllaid. The furniture 
has arrived, however, and when the first load 
of boys reaches the school they will get a 
First son in Housekeeping course 
that will be worse than the truant officers. 


There are scores of white iron bedsteads 


to be set up that probably will not fit, and 
hundreds of water pitchers to be washed. 
The boys will be asked to help at this work. 


One Boy Who Will Go. 


This is not the sort of work that Johnnie 
Sprat, for instance, who lives in Huron 
street, is accustomed to. Johnnie is on the 
list to appear in Judge Tuthill’s court and 
be committed to Bowmanville as soon as the 
school is ready. His record, on file with the 
Compulsory Education department, shows 


that he does not attend school, that he 


sieeps away from home, and smokes cig- 
arets. His parents can do nothing with him. 
The officers have caught him time after 
time in Newsboys’ alley when he should 
have been at school. Consequently he will 
go to Bowmanville, 

The school is not for boys who have been 
convicted of some crime, but for those who 
persist in running away from school. Most 
of these are bad, but not bad enough to go 
to the John Worthy School or Pontiac. 


Made to Wear Dresses. 


William Spry is another who is on the pa- 
rental school list. He lives on the South Side. 
His father is tired of making him attend 
school. The truant officers have had to hunt 
him up and lead him to school every day 
for a month, His father used to whip him 
for running away. Then he took all the 
boy’s clothes away and gave him a girl's 
dress. That was all Willie had to wear, so 
he staid at home, Then the truant officers 
came, made him put on his own clothes, and 
took him to school. This was repeated so 
8 times Willie was put on the parental 

st. 

Another sad case is that of Lemuel of 
the Mark Sheridan School. Lem's mother 
is an invalid, and his father is away at work 
every day. He bolts at recess time and 
doesn't show up at school till next morning. 
He also is going to Bowmanville. 


Negro Boy a Candidate. 

There is to be no color line in the new 
school, and one of the first boys to be loaded 
into the school bus will be a little colored 
boy from the Keith School, Archie Field. 


He has run away every day, and the truant 


officers have to lead him back. One of them 
got word from the Keith School a few days 
ago that Archie was not in his seat and 
started after him. When the officer reached 
the house Archie’s feet and legs were stick- 
ing out from under a haircloth sofa, in plain 
sight. He was pulled out and dragged to 
school. His name then went on the Bow- 
manville list. 

Jimmie Petey of the Homer School, who is 
10 years old, runs away every morning at 
recess, and goes with a crowd of boys older 
than himself to the garbage dumps, where 
they have a cave. His father is‘sickly, and 
his mother has been insane for seven years. 
Ho will be one of the first pupils at Bow- 
manville, 


Four Brothers Reform. 


Five boys of one family at the McClellan 
School were scheduled to go to Bowmanville, 
but all save one reformed, and, with that 
exception, now attend school every day. 
The black sheep in the family disappears 


from school for two days at a time, and he 


will go to 
cises. 

These are not the correct names of the 
Bowmanville candidates. The records of the 
boys, however, are given exactly as they 
will go to the Juvenile Court. : 


School Beautifully Located. 

Public schoof officials are not so sure that 
the stay at Bowmanville will be a punish- 
ment.

It is Intend- 
ed to make the school unlike a penal insti- 
tution, and to parole the boys as fast as they 
show signs of reforming.

The employment of child labor in Illinois 
has increased 39 per cent in the last year, 
according to the annual report of the State. 
Factory commission, submitted to Governor 
Yates yesterday. In 1900 the inspectors 
found 14,256 children at work in the fac- 
tories, and in 1901 the number had grown. 
to 19,839, an increase of 5,583. 

During that time the increase in men was 
only 9 per cent, and of women 16 per cent.. 


The gain in the total number employed was 


12 per cent, or less than a third of the in- 
creased child labor. There were 369,804 men 
at work in 1901, a gain of 83,046, and 94,529 
women, an increase of 12,951. 

Of all the labor found in the factories of 
the State the 
4.1 per cent last year and 3.3 per cent the 
year before. There was no increase in any 
of the statistics to compare with the rapid 
increase of child labor. 

Many Convictions Reported. 

he total number of convictions on ac- 
count of disobedience of the child labor law 
was 725. Forty-three cases of employing 
children under 14 years of age were found, 
and 530 cases were prosecuted where em- 
ployers of children between 14 and 16 years 
old had failed to obtain the required age. 
affidavits, and convictions were secured. 
Children were worked more than ten hours 
a day. in 143 instances. 

The total of fines assessed amounted to 
$8,98T, collected from 389 persons, The 
number of places inspected was 17,219. 


‘Urges Changes in Law. 

That the inspectors may be better able 
to enforce the laws on child labor, Chief 
Inspector Louis Arrington recommends that 
the commissions of notaries public be re- 
voked when it is shown these officials have 
attested certificates of the ages of children 
without proper investigation and the chil- 


dren are found to be less than 14 years old. 


It is also urged that the law be amended 
so that when the parents swear falsely to 
these affidavits they can be fined or impris- 
oned in jail.. At present inspectors must 
proceed against the parents for perjury, 
which has a penitentiary sentence. A test 
case was taken before the Cook County 
grand jury recently, but the jurors refused 
to grant an indictment, holding that the 


penalty was excessive. ~_ 


Says Affidavits Are False. 


“ We find quite a number of affidavits made 
by parents for children who are under the 
age of 13 years,” says the report. There 
is no doubt there are a.great number of 
children working in Chicago who are not 14 
years of age, in spite of the affidavits given, 
for we have proved this dy the church 
records. I doubt if any grand jury would 
indict any one for an offense of this kind. 
The law should be amended to impose a 
fine or jail sentence or both, and the fine 
should not be less than 380 nor more than 


$100, or imprisonment in the county jail. 


not less than thirty days for each offense. 
We find that notaries public use little 
if any discretion in issuing affidavits for 
children. It is the duty of a notary to 
ascertain the correct age of a child and we 
would recommend in future that when it is 
shown that an affidavit has been issued for 
a child under the age of 14 years the notary's 
commission be revoked.“ 


PRINTERS HONOR BEN FRANKLIN 


Two Organizations Meet at Banquets 
and Pay Homage to Their Dis- 
tinguished Craftsman. 


Ben Franklin's praises were sung at two 

eetings of old-time printers in Chicago 

Jast night. 
At the Auditorium the Chicago Typo 
celebrated Franklin's birthday, while at the 
Sherman House the Old-Time Printers also 
gnet to pay honor to the first prominent 
American of their profession. 

Over 350 old representatives of the craft 
were at the Sherman House. Conrad Kah- 
ler, who set type in the early 408, told of the 
good old days when “ printing was a profes- 
mon.“ Joel Kinney, who came to Chicago 
in 42, and Joseph C. Snow, who appeared 
here a few years later, entertained in an in- 
formal way after Judge Jesse Holdom had 
dwelt on the character of Franklin. 

Fred K. Tracy was the toastmaster, but 
when he rose to introduce the speakers he 
found the gathering had made no allowance 
for late copy, and that they were overset. 
„ Billy’ Mill, master of ceremonies; suc- 
ceeded in cutting out much of the scheduled 
stuff. This the young people demanded, as 
they were down for dancing at 9 o'clock, and 
at that hour the first speaker had not even 
taken the floor. 

Kahler related his experiences in Chicago 
before the war, and how he ran for Alderman 
and found that it was a harder job than 
printing, so went back to his first love. Judge 
Holdom said Franklin was the first self- 
made American, the framer of its early finan- 
cial policy, and the best printer the country 
has known. 

At the Auditorium the Typothete held its 
fifteenth annual dinner. Two hundred mem- 
bers of the fraternity gathered to hear 
Franklin praised as a newspaper man, 
scientist, and moralist. Congratulatory 
telegrams were read from a half dosen simi- 
lar banquets held in other large cities. W. 
H. French acted as toastmaster. 

“Franklin was not a religious man, 
although he was a man of genuine moral- 
ity,’ said the Rev. Frank Crane. He 
could not have retained his own beliefs and 


qualities. if he had been a member of the 
church in that day. Qualities such as he 


possessed we find repeated in Miss Jane 
Addams. What we need in this world is 
more people living in a healthful, practical 
e such as is exemplified by these 
two.” 

Other speakers were Slason Thompson, 
Judge Farlin Q. Ball, Professor Harry Pratt 
Judson, and Amos Pettibone, President of 


the assoctation.

The recollection 
of this pallor and of the delicacy of his skin gave 
rise. (when his living presence was no longer 
there to correct the error) to an@mpression of 
sourness and nervous bile which has vitiated most 
historical descriptions; for, as will be seen in 
much that follows, his temper was even beyond 
the common, his smile, though cold, was fre- 
quent, and his patience firm. 


To continue the description, which is 20 


well worth quoting: 

The cheek bones were high, and formed th 
broadest part of his face. His nose was 1 
delicate, and quite without an arch; his lips 
compressed and thin; and there was an insufficient 
development of the jaw, accompanied by a sharp- 
ness of the chin, which, when his little, constant 
smile was a t, lent a somewhat false appear- 


ance of bitterness to his appearance. The upper 
part of his face, that the hollowness of his cheeks 


thus threw. into relief, was remarkable for a 
feature which the hair-dress of the eighteenth 
century tended, indeed, to exaggerate, but which 
yet was common to half the public men of the 
time. I mean the broad, high, and retreating 
forehead which seems to promise grasp and rapid 
reason, but which ignores the mysteries and is 
unacquainted with doubt. 

His eyes, whence most his self pierced out- 
ward, gave immediate evidence of the homo- 
geneity, sincerity, and circumscription, as they 
did also of the half-unquiet of his mind, and of 
its unfittedness for reception. For the slight 
prominence of their brows made them seem deeper 
set and closer together than they really were, but 
this gave no special effect of energy or profundity, 
since their color and a ‘physical weakness in their 
action modified or destroyed their impression. 
They were peculiarly pale and of a neutral green- 
ish gray, not without light, but quite bereft of 
brilliance; so far from possessing that command 
which is common to the vision of those who con- 
trol parliaments, a nervous weakness that caused 
a recurrent trernbling in their lids compelled him 
to the use of spectacles when he was at work, or 
when (as was his universal habit) he read his 
speeches. The expression of these eyes of his 
was not unkindly, and it accentuated the slight 
smiling tension which was the common contour 
of his lips; but an overrapid glance that seemed to 
watch upon every occasion gave evidence of what 
became in circumstances of danger an unbalancing 
habit of suspicion. 7 


Notwithstanding his worries, notwith- 
standing the weight upon. his shoulders, 
Robespierre was something of a dandy: 


‘Moderate as was his expenditure at every 
period of his life, he found the means for a care- 


ful wardrobe, and devoted a regular portion of his 


time to its maintenance. .In the variety of colors 
which the age permitted he chose such as were 
best suited’.to his type and presence, and, partly 
from a desire to avoid exaggeration, partly from 
taste, he preferred the sober colors of the contem- 
porary fashion of his rank, a warm brown or olive 
green for the color of his coat. Later he ventured 
upon the brighter colors of 93, and especially 
updn a favorite light blue, which the accident 
of two dates has rendered famous. In the careful 
elegance of his silk stockings, in the buckles 
which, even after the change of fashion in 1792, 
he continued to wear upon his shoes, in his white 
stock and small lace wristbands, he displayed 


at every point the general taste of his society, 


but that heightened by a far more scrupulous 
attention and a somewhat greater choice than his 


. neighbors could show. it is evident that with 


guch a taste he would observe to a detail the 
conventions of the age in his barbering. His 
brown hair, carefully brushed back and standing 
fully outwards, was powdered with exact and 
daily regplarity, and it is related of him that 
in all the vigils and alarms ot the last years, even 
when those street battles joined up whole days and 
made men forget sleeping and waking, be was 
never seen unshaven till the awful watch that 
ended his life. |

is Dr. W. Robertson Nicoll, edétor of the 
Expositor, the Woman at Home, and the 
British Weekly. It is in the latter period- 
ical that the chapters forming this book 
have appeared over the signature of Claudi- 
us Clear. I have read most of them from 
week to week, but am glad to get them in 
permanent form. The book is imported by 
Dodd, Mead & Co. and not actually published 
here. I cannot say why. for it ought to 
have a large audience. It is conspicuous 
for much common sense and the writing 
down of old thoughts in a new setting. 
There is nothing strikingly original about 
these essays, but they have a personality 
that is pleasant. 

The chapter in the book that I have found 
particularly comforting is the one entitled 
Concerning order and method.“ Order 
and method are flat things, says Dr. Nicoll, 
but they are not ends in themselves. What 
matters ultimately is that a man should 
turn out good work and as much of it as he 
can safely accomplish. He will find it wise 
to be orderly and methodical in all things; 
he will find it necessary to be orderly and 
methodical in some at least. But a man 
may be orderly and methodical, unim- 
peachable in all his habits, and yet he may 
accomplish the journey of life without leav- 
ing any clear track behind him.“ 

Dr. Nicoll does not argue that method 
and orderliness are nothing, but only that 
they are not everything. I have some order 
and method, but not enough, I am often 
told, for my own good. This is no doubt 
true, but what I lack myself in these quali- 
ties I demand in others, so there we strike 
a balance. I envy those people who keep 
card catalogues of everything—even of their 
inmost thoughts. I start the year always 
with brave resolves for indexed scrap books 
and note books without end, but when the 
year is over their pages are blanks. I keep 
my scrap book in my head and my note 
books in the same place. I know it is not 
right, but this method—or want of it—has 
served me for many years. 

Another chapter in this book that has in- 
terested me is, Should old letters be kept?“ 
This is a question I have been asking myself 
for a long time, and I have decided it in a 
way by keeping quantities of them. But to 
what good? Who will call for them after I 
am gone? No one, surely. And why should 
they? They are of interest to me, not to 
others, and even I have not looked at them 
for years. I believe in keeping a few letters 
from those who are gone, for there is noth- 
ing like handwriting to recall the dead, but 
the mass of letters should be destroyed. 

Dr. Nicoll has my backing when he says 
“love letters ought not to be published;”’ 
the same he thinks applied to intimate let- 
ters; indeed, he favors the practical destruc- 
tion of everything in the way of papers and 
letters, as, on the whole, the least evil.“ 
Dr. Nicoll dedicates his book to M. B. and 
J. M. B. in memory of our American jour- 
ney and many other things.“ M. B. and 
J. M. B., I may say, are Mrs. and Mr. J. M. 
Barrie. Dr. Nicoll was Mr. Barrie’s discov- 
erer. I believe he also discovered Ian Mac- 
laren and S. R. Crockett and many more. 


Messrs. McClure, Phillips & Co. are soon 
to publish a pamphlet upon which, accord- 
ing to contract, they are not to make any 
money. The pamphlet is Dr. Conan Doyle’s 
The Great Boer War,“ revised and brought 
down to date. For months past Dr. Doyle 
has been busy collecting material for writ- 
ing this categorical reply to the charges 
made both by foreign and English pro-Boers 
against British soldiers and statesmen in 
connection with the war in south Africa. 
The pamphlet, which is almost a book, as it 
contains 60,000 words, will be published in 
England and America on the same terms. 
Dr. Doyle, it will be remembered, served 
in the war in south Africa and knows whereof 


he speaks. — 

A friend writes me from London that 
Literature suspends publication during the 
present month, and that the London Times, 
which owned it; will start a publication in 
connection with its regular issue, modeled on 
the New York Times’ Saturday Review of 
Books and Art. This is what the London 
‘Times ought to have done at first; there was 
no place for Literature, admirable as it 
was in many respects.

Tales of Florentine Art. | 
Stories of the Tuscan Artists.“ By Al- 
binia Wherry. E. P. Dutton & Co. 

To those who wish to study Tuscan art 
either at first hand in the galleries of Flor- 
ence or through reproductions elsewhere, 
some handbook is necessary. Albinia Wherry 
has written Stories of the Tuscan Artists,“ 
In which she tells pleasantly anecdotes of 
the great masters who made Florence pre- 
eminent in art. Not only are there anec- 


dotes of the artists themselves, but stories 


concerning their works. Some of these tales 


are more or less mythical, it has been said, 


but they are all interesting. 

So closely is Italian art wedded to religion 
that one cannot write of the first without 
writing of the latter. The author has, there- 
fore, worked in the stories of the various 
saints who figure in Florentine paintings and 
sculpture. 

It would have been better, since Miss 
Wherry ‘intended her book as a sort of man- 
ual to the art of Florence, had she submit- 
ter her manuscript to some one more familiar 
with the subject. Had this been done a 
great many errors would have been avoided 
errors which seriously diminish the book’s 
value. She would not, had this been done, 
have attributed to Botticelli the portrait of 
G. de Medici, which hangs in the Berlin gal- 
lery. Nor is she justified in saying of a por- 
trait painted from a death mask, that it 
stands out as if alive from the canvas.“ 
Neither would she have told us, as she does 
on page 102, that the Del Casetto tomb is 
in San Michele’s Church at Lucca. When 
was it moved from the Duomo? And some 
one should have told her that when the ex- 
pression ‘‘anno domini is used it is not 
necessary to write the word year before 


it. 

It is perhaps captious to point out these 
blemishes, and there are many more, but one 
reads so often in English reviews of the 
slipshod, superficial, and inaccurate state- 
ments of American writers that it is asking 
too much of human nature to refrain from 
pointing out errors in the work of an English 
writer. 

Not to be ungracious, however, Miss Wher- 
ry’s book serves its purpose admirably in 
spite of its few faults, and it will undoubted- 
ly serve the author’s purpose, which is to 
awaken an interest in the subject among 


young people. : 


Book of an Early Educator. | 
“The Labyrinth of the World and the 
Paradise of the Heart. By John Amos 
Komensky (Comenius). Translated by 
Count Liitzow. E. P. Dutton & Co. 
Komensky was born in Moravia in 1592, 
and died at Amsterdam in 1670. Although 
more generally known as an educator, the 
book for which as an author he is most 
to be remembered is this quaint allegory, 
„The Labyrinth of the World.” Under the 
figure of a pilgrim he sets forth to make 
the acquaintance of the world. The pil- 
grim falls in with a Mr. Searchall, calied 


also Impudence. In the several streets of 


the City of the World he makes the ac- 
quaintance of the six principal professions 
or estates who dwell in these streets, as the 
married people, the tradesmen, the schol- 
ars, the clergy, the magistrates and rulers, 
and the knights or warriors... One after an- 
other in these fifty-four sections of the 
story the life and pecuMarities of the vari- 
ous sorts of people are concisely but pun- 
gently described. For the most part they 
are a bad lot. It is an evil worlad— vanity 
of vanities.” Pilgrim mes across Solomon 
and finds him a man quite after his own 
heart—a genuine pessimist. m. among 
other things, studies medi 
guides, leading me between the physical and 
chemical lecture-room, along some small 
streets, where I beheld a fearful sight.

heart and then closed the door behind him, 
Pilgrim receives Christ as his guest. 


‘ Henceforth the story has much of the charm 


and depth of spiritual insight of Bunyan's 
own Pilgrim, and is full.of the mystic fervor 
of the Moravian pietists. 

All this second part is curiously in con- 
trast with the former part. Everything 
grows bright and harmonious. The charm 
of the style takes on a new form and al- 
most melody from the new thought. The 
inner light,“ serene and strong, shines 
through it all. 0 

The book, it is stated, was never trans- 
lated into English before. As a kind of 
Bohemian classic it is worthy of its English 
reproduction. 


What Is Religion 7 
„The Study of Religion.” By Morris 
Jastrow. Charles Scribner’s Sons. 

The study of religion has taken ite place 
among the comparatively new sciences. 
The part which religions has enacted and 
still holds in the history of mankind indicates 
plainly enough tts importance. In the study 
of this science there are no doubt some 
peculiar difficulties, all the more is there the 
need of clearly understanding the proper 
method in the study. And it is the main 
purpose of this adorable book by Professor 
Jastrow to unfold such a method, 

First, a history of the study itself is im- 
dicated, followed by a discussion as to the 
definition of religion, the origin of religion, 
and some system for the classification of 
differing religions. 

In the second part of the work the aythor 
treats at length of the several factors in- 
volved in this study, as ethics, philosophy, 
mythology, psychology, history, and cul- 
ture in general, a chapter being devoted to 
each. It is the historical method in the 
study of religion which i chiefly insisted 
upon.

sities, and seminaries. A strong statement 


ie given of. the urgent reasons why this 


study should be encouraged and promoted 
in every possible way. 

But what is religion ? Professor Jas- 
trow, after a careful discussion of this point, 
reaches this definition: ‘‘ Religion is the nat- 
ural belef in a power or powers beyond our 
control, and upon whom we feel ourselves 
dependent, which belief and feeling of de- 
pendence prompt (1) to organization, (2) to 
specific acts, and (3) to the regulation of 
conduct, with a view to blishing favore- 
ble relations between es and the 
power or powers in quesfion”’ 

As to the origin of religion, the author re- 
gards the theories of “animism,” and 
„ghosts,“ and ancestor worship as inade- 
quate. So far as historical study can solve 
the problem, the origin of religion is to be 
found in the bringing into play of man's 
power to obtain a perception or apprehen- 
sion of the Infinite, through the impression 
which the, multitudinous phenomena of the 
universe as a whole makes upon him. The 
sense of the Infinite may at first be faint and 
vague, but it is strong enough to stir his 
being profoundly. It strikes a responsive 
chord in what we may term man’s religious 
instinct. This instinct once aroused is 
never again put to rest. It is the permanent 
element amidst all changes in the checkered 
career of humanity. ' 

That myths play a large part in all 
primitive religions is admitted. A myth- 
making faculty is a common possession of 
humanity. The impulse to try to explain 
how the world has come to be is universal. 
The myth is an effort of the imagination to 
help the reason. The myth is by no means a 
simple product. It is a composite result. 
The sense of the Infinite, the religious in- 
stinct, stirs to activity the myth-making 
faculty. The form which myths assume de- 
pends upon conditions and circumstances, 
There is always some truth at the bottom 
of them. But they are not to be explained, 
argues Professor Jastrow, by any few re- 
lated aspects of nature. Myths long outlast 
the conditions which gave them birth. 
“There are few religious doctrines which, 
when scratched, do not reveal a lower sur- 
face of myth.“ 

Myth takes its rise from the sense of mys- 
tery, and'still the mystery remains. But the 
religious myth is a different thing from mere 
folk-lore. 

Intense sympathy with the religious aspi- 
rations and struggles of mankind, it is 
claimed, is the duty of every intelligent per- 
gon. Any scheme of education which ig- 
nores the study of religion is defective. It 
lacks especially the quality of liberality, and 
is so far unnatural. It is therefore a healthy 
and encouraging symptom, says the author, 
to find that a more general interest in this 
study is springing up aud spreading.

Ibsen’s “‘ Doll House.” and oft Second Mrs. 
Tanquerſes, and ‘‘ Magdas,” and congratu- 
late themselves that the difficulties which 
geem next to insolluble abroad are compar- 
atively easy of solution here. Therefore 
the clever play The Revolt,“ by Villieres 
de Isle Adam, will be read with less atten- 
tion than it really deserves. Written years 
before Ibsen wrote The Doll's. House,” 
it bears a strong resemblance to it, How- 
ever, Elizabeth, the heroine of “ The Re- 
volt“ was a woman of proved capacity, who 
had helped her husband manage his busi- 
ness, and who had made money for him and 
for herself. Then, determining to drink 
of the cup of life, and to cease to be a mere 
bookkeeper, a mere computer, she revolts, 
and leaves the home cursed by materialism 
and venality. But she returns, finding her- 
self unable to face the world without her 
child, and without the husband whom she 
holds in contempt, but to whom she is, never- 
theless, held by the subtle chains which hold 
a woman to the man to whom sheis married. 
She takes up her burdens, determined to re- 
sign her dreams and her love of independence 
and to submit herself to the inevitable—or 
what she comes, during her hour of wander- 
ing, to consider the Inevitable. 

The play is short, but the characters stand 
forth with life-like power. Every sentence 
belongs distinctly to the person who utters 
it. There is an almost startling distinctness 
about the work. But to the previously men- 
tioned American the play is irritating, as 
many foreign plays are. If the heroine was 
intellectual enough and had sufficient initie- 
tive to make a fortune and to manage it, why 
had she not intellect and initiative sufficient. 
to direct her Mfe? Why need she have been 
submerged in coarse commercial cares? 
Commerce is not necessarily vicious. She 
could have drawn friends to her. She could 
have elevated her work, and made her 
wealth the means for conferring great hap- 
piness upon others. She could have given 
employment to able assistants and lived a 
free life. Moreover, nothing, no drudgery, 
no uncongeniality of bne's friends and in- 
timates, can stifledreams. One needs neither 
room nor liberty in which to dream. 

Why is # never possible for these sad old 
world characters to achieve? Why may they 
never Hberate themselves? Do they lack in- 
trinsic courage? Are they confirmed fatal- 
ists? Ie there a subtle microbe belonging to 
the old world which saps the will? To read 
the modern play one would imagine Europe 
to be a place of inefficient, accursed, tortured 
weaklings. 

“The Revolt appeared in 1870, and is a 
herald of the modern problem pley, though 
lacking the dramatic qualities which the 
better of the modern psychological dramas 
possess. Its author was an interesting man, 
too littl known, and an agreeable transia- 
tion of this, his best known play, ought to 
interest many. But he appears, like his 
heroine, Elizabeth, to have had great talent 
without employing tt for the best achieve- 


ment.

GOVERNOR'S INVESTIGATING PLAN. 
On Thursday the annual meeting of the 


State Association of County Supervisors 


was in session at Danville. It seems not 
to be customary for Governors to act upon 
the formal invitations usually extended 
them to attend this body. Governor Yates, 
however, appeared with some local show 
of military pomp and addressed the meet- 
ing, the chief point of his speech being a 
request that the association would appoint 
a committee to investigate the manage- 
ment of State charitable institutions. To 
add to the interest of the occasion a gentle 
man who resigned the unsalaried position 
of trustee of the Kankakee Insane Asylum 
to accept a $1,500 position as commissioner 
of Joliet prison took pains in a paper read 
before the association to assert that the 
Governor was and had been a sincere friend 
of the project to place the charitable in- 
stitutions under civil service rules. 

These efforts to stem the tide of public 
criticism will deceive nobody. The county 
authorities represented at this meeting do 
have an indirect relation to the State chari- 
ties, since they appropriate funds for a 
part of the expenses of certain inmates of 
Btate institutions. No one need be told, 
however, that this voluntary association is 
mot responsible for the management of 
these institutions, and its members have 
ho special qualifications for an intelligent 
inquiry into their management. Nor need 


made up of the persons to whom the public 
would naturally turn for assurances con- 
cerning the administration of the State 
charities. Governor Yates, having forced 
Miss Julia Lathrop and Dr. Hirsch off the 
one official body intended as a guaranty to 
the public concerning that administration, 
will scarcely find the public excited over 
the promised appointment of the proposed 
committee of inquiry or prepared to at- 
tach importance to any report it may make. 
One cannot imagine, for example, the 
Cook County authorities assisting in airing 
the subject of political assessments upon 
State employés or zealously probing the 
question of contracts for State supplies. 


It is not unlikely that the St. Louis ex- 
position will be postponed a year. If so 
the official reason given will be that there 
is to be a great Japanese fair under gov- 
ernment auspices in 1903 and that if the 
St. Louis event is deferred till 1904 all the 
foreign exhibits sent to Japan can be 
brought over here and put to such excel- 
lent use that the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position will be not only as great äs any 
other exposition that has ever been given, 
but absolutely the finest, largest, and most 
comprehensive in the history of the world. 

As an official reason, this, is excellent. 


There is an unofficial reason, however, which 


is even better. It will be exceedingly difi- 
cult to get the exposition ready by next 
year. If the thing were done it would not 
be done well. The exposition grounds are 
at present little more than a wild and deso- 
late prairie. To transform that prairie into 
a world’s fair by the summer of next year 


Will be a task almost beyond human power.

ASSUMING GRAVE RESPONSIBILITY. 
Senator Platt of Connecticut said recent- 


lly that the United States will fulfill “ both 


a moral and a political obligation by giv- 
ing the Cubans freer access to American 
markets. The tobacco-raising constituents 
‘of the Senator do not agree with him so 
far as Cuban tobaccois concerned. Neither 
do the tobacco-growers of other New Eng- 
land States. Their organization met this 
week. Its President, who has been its rep- 


tion of the duty on Cuban wrappers from 
$1.85 to 35 cents per pound. The conven- 
tion repudiated this suggestion, relieved 
from duty at Washington the man who 
made it, and appointed a committee to take 
his place. It was instructed to work against 
all concessions to Cuba. 

This is the spirit of defiant selfishness 
in which the Eastern tobacco-growers ap- 
proach the question of Cuban reciprocity. 
The same spirit is displayed by the cane 
sugar men of Louisiana and the beet sugar 
men of the Western States. They will 
concede nothing. They will not admit that 
there is any moral, political, or other rea- 
son why the Cubans should be treated any 
differently from Mexicans, Canadians, or 
Europeans. Their sentiments are expressed 
by Senator Burrows when he says: We 
have done a great deal for Cuba, and I 


do not believe it is necessary to do any more. 


I do not believe we owe them anything. 
In fact, they owe us a great deal, and up 
to the present time we have not received 
any thanks from them.” 

Senators and Representatives who make 
themselves the champions of highly protect- 
ed interests, which are so selfish that they 


‘will not make concessigns—harmiess to 


themselves—to the producers of American 
sugar and tobacco, assume a grave responsi- 
bility. If they shall succeed in defeating’ 
Cuban reciprocity, whatever may go amiss 
in Cuba thereafter they will be held account- 
able for.

DEFECTS OF PENSION LAWS. 
In the recent debate in the House on the 
pension appropriation bill there was no 
manifest opposition revealed to the large 
appropriation itself, but some of the rea- 
sons why the Pension office has been reg- 
ularly imposed upon and why the system is 
an unjust one to those really deserving pen- 


the pension laws as well as the material in- 
crease of pensions. The result of the not 

only liberal but loose construction of these 

laws has been that a horde of pension sharks 

has been organized, operating in all parts 

of the country, importuning discharged vol- 

unteers who served in the Spanish war to 

apply for pensions and charging small fees 

for their services, Induced by these assur- 

ances multitudes of these volunteers, who 

are well gnd.robust—many of whom, lu- 

deed, never heard a gun fired—have made 

applications and undoubtedly many have 

succeeded in getting on the rolls. The pen- 

sion sharks should have no standing at the 

Pension office. 

As to the Pension Examiners, it was not 

disputed in the debate that they add more 

to the pension roll and payments than they 

take away by reason of discovering dis- 

honest claimants. Mr. Barney of the Ap- 

propriations committee, conceded that on ac- 
count of the work of these examiners a 
great many pensions have been allowed 
that otherwise would not have been. The 
Pension Commissioner himself reports that 

“certain boards have examined as as 

forty and fifty cases consecutively and given 

the same disease and the same conditions 

in mine-tenths of the cases,” and that he 

has taken the same man and gone before 

four boards in one day and those four boards 
would give the man from nothing to the 

highest pension, and no two of them would 

rate him alike or attribute the same disease 

to him.” For the maintenance of these 
examining boards an appropriation of 


an increase of $100,000 over last year! 
Under the loose administration at the 
Pension office, for which the defective la we 
rather than the Commissioner are responsi- 
dle, it is not remarkable that both the Com- 
missioner and the clerks are imposed upon 
frequently, while Congress does nothing to 
protect them. Many are drawing the pen- 
sions of those who have died. Fraudulent 
evidence, false claims and affidavits are 
filed. False personations are made. Per- 
jury, forgery, bribery, and conspiracy are 
wesorted to. At the close of the fiscal year 
230 cases were pending in the hands of 
United States attorneys in which the evi- 
dence showed violations of the law. Dur- 
ing the year thirty-seven pension attorneys 
were disbarred, six suspended, and seven 
dropped for cause. The Pension office is 
not only not properly protected from pen- 
sion sharks, it has no proper legal protec- 


jured. and who are not entitled to any status 
in that office: The Pension Commissioner 
cannot properiy do his duty by reason of the 
present conditions imposed upon him by 
law. Under its operation he has over 100 
worthless clerks whom he cannot discharge 
and who in reality are drawing double pen- 
sions. 

Besides the possibility that over 200,000 
robust survivors of the war with Spain, 
spurred on by the pension sharks, may get 
upon the pension rolls, there is talk of re- 
introducing the bill which failed ih the 
House last session providing that prefer- 
ence shall be given in the ciril service ex- 
amination to veterans of the civil war, and 
first after them the soldiers, sailors, and 
marines who served in the Spanish war.

The gov- 
ernment should be generous to the deserv- 
ing but must not allow its generosity to be 
taken advantage of by the undeserving. 


LOW. FARES AND SINGLE TAXERS. 

An address to the voters of Chicago has 
been prepared by the Single Tax club. These 
voters are asked to assist in the election 
next April of Aldermen who will get them 
three-cent car fares. The single taxers 
have suddenly become unanimous and 
strenuous advocates of lower street car 
fares. They are not moved by any special 
desire to benefit the people who ride on the 
street cars. ‘Their only object is to deprive 
the city of a source of revenue and thus 
necessitate the severer taxation of real es- 
tate until the point of confiscation of its 
‘rental value shall have been reached in 
some instances and nearly reached in others. 

Even among the more sanguine single 
taxers few hope for the formal adoption of 
their plan of confiscating the rental value 
of real estate, a plan which they call en- 
thusiastically in the address which has been 
mentioned, “ collecting by taxation the rent- 
alwalue of natural opportunities.” They all 
hope, however, that without a change of 
system real estate taxes may be forced up 
almost to the confiscating point in order to 
free the city from its financial embarrass- 
ments. In these embarrassments the sin- 
gle taxers see their opportunity. 

Last week at a meeting of the Single 
Tax club some of the speakers exulted ober 
the failure of the School board to receive 
from general taxes the amount it expected 
There was not one word of re- 
gret about the effect which this shortage 
of funds might have on the schools. The 
shortage was called a splendid illustra- 
tion of the inadequacy of the present sys- 
tem of taxation, and it wasintimated that 
if the schools were closed entirely the peo- 


ple would get a useful lesson in taxation.

It was admitted at this same meeting that 
compensation from the traction companies 


would give the city revenue, but nobody 


was willing that it should be allowed to re- 
ceive revenue from this source. The sole 
reason is that the exaction of compensa- 
tion by the city will enable it to get along 
without being compelled to impose on real 
estate an intolerable burden of taxation. 

The owners of the real estate, improved 
or unimproved, in this city ought to appre- 
ciate the fact that they are the persons who 
are aimed at when an appeal is made by 
the single taxers for the election of Alder- 
men who are for three-cent fares and 
against compensation to the city. These 
real estate owners, who certainly do not 


have a high opinion of a policy which aims 


at taxing them out of house and home, will 
govern themselves accordingly. 


HOW TO ABATE SMOKE. 
Reference has at different times been 


made in Tun Tarnung to the successful 


efforts for smoke prevention in Cleveland 
made by Professor C. H. Benjamin since 
he became Supervising Engineer of Smoke 
Abatement in that city in July, 1900. On 
Thursday night. Professor Benjamin spoke 
in this city on his specialty and the prac- 
tical wisdom of his address was only as 
obvious as its essential hopefulness. He 
maintained that rightly directed and per- 
sistent official efforts can effect a steady 
and important improvement in smoke con- 
sumption and in a period of years a more 
or less complete abatement of objectionable 
smoke. 
He regards it as essential, however, not 
only that there should be proper legal re- 
strictions, enforcible by penalties, but also 
that the supervising engineer and his staff 
should be free from political aims or in- 
fluences; that their salaries should be suffi- 
cient to command technically educated men; 
that the supervising engineer’s term should 
extend for five years in order to promote 
continuity of action; that remedial meas- 
ures should be based, not upon complaints 
but upon accurate and systematic inspec- 
tions of chimneys from points of outlook; 
that a complete census of and collection of 
data concerning all boiler plants in the city 
should be made; and that the staff should 
be able and ready at all times to act as con- 
sulting engineers concerning the proper 
technical methods to be employed in various 
offending cases. . 

He also emphasizes to proprietors the 
waste in fuel which smoke betrays, and the 
practicability of preventing this not only 
in the equipment of new plants but to a 


*large extent, without unreasonable expense, 


in existing plants. He says of smoke that 
“it is worse than a crime, it is a blunder,” 
and instead of treating it as a “sign of 
prosperity ” he pronounces it “a sign of 
ignorance, carelessness, or sloth.” 
Professor Benjamin's success in Cleve 
land has not been sensational, but it has 
been substantial and agreeably prophetic. 
The present question for Chicago is, Shall 
the city have the keeper of a flower store 
or a man of scientific attainments to direct 
the public efforts for smoke abatement? 


SCALING DOWN THE SHORTAGE. 

The Board of Education, which has been 
agonizing over a revenue shortage for the 
last few weeks, has discovered at last that 
the situation is not so hopeless as was 
imagined, and that both ends can be made 
to meet without resorting to any desperate 
expedients. It has-been the habit of the 
board about this time in previous years 
to be quite hysterical over its finances, only 
to discover a little later that they were not 
in such bad shape as was assumed, and 
thereupon to cool down. Persons who have 
not forgotten this peculiarity of the board 


were not greatly disturbed when it began 


to get hysterical this year, assuming right- 
ly that in the course of time the board would 
discover that it was not hit quite so hard 
as it thought it was. 

The public is told now that the actual short- 
age in the school revenues this year as com- 
pa red with last year will not be $2,000,000, 
but only about $960,000. It is intimated that 
by means of some harmless little economics 
| the shortage can be brought below these latest 

figures. It is admitted now that it will not 
be necessary to cut down salaries or to cut 
down the length of time the high schools 
or the grammar schools are to be kept open, 
after the radical fashion suggested by some 
alarmists. Indeed, there is reason to be- 
lieve that if the board were to go in for 
economy in earnest and not in a timid and

money it needed to keep all the schools open 
for the regular length of time this year. 
Perhaps the board will discover finally that 
it can do this without resorting to rigorous 
economy. |

000,000 shortage. A great many persons 
—teachers and parents—have taken the 
board seriously and have been much dis- 
turbed. They will resent this causeless dis- 
turbance. They will doubt the thorough ac- 
quaintance of the members of the board 
with its finances when they see a shortage 
of $2,000,000 pared down in a short time 
to $960,000. They will be of the opinion 
that it would have been more business- 
Nike and discreet on the part of these mem- 
bers to say nothing till they knew just where 
the board stood. It is much to be hoped 
that next year the board will not cry “ wolf, 
wolf” with the unnecessary energy of this 


year.
